The  George  Meany  Center  for  Labor  Studies  has  prepared  a  new  institute 
entitled  "The  Evolution  of  Work  and  the  Labor  Movement,"  to  be  held 
April  13-18,  1986.

Strategies  adopted  by 
unions  for  organizing  when  confronted  with  workplace  changes  and  shifting 
employment  patterns  will  be  studied. 

The  course  will  also  analyze  the  effects  of  economic  dislocation  and  changing 
technology  on  workers  and  industries.  Participants  will  review  union 
programs  developed  to  assist  workers  hurt  by  economic  dislocation,  from 
severance  pay  to  pension  rights  to  transfer  rights  to  retraining.  Collective 
bargaining  rights  of  the  union  and  legislation  to  assist  workers  and 
communities  will  also  be  covered. 

Since  this  program  is  new,  we  are  making  a  special  effort  to  make  known  the 
availability  of  this  course. 

We  hope  you  will  consider  this  new  course  on  "The  Evolution  of  Work  and  the 
Labor  Movement"  a  useful  education  program  and  that  you  will  pass  the 
program  announcement  and  registration  form  along  to  your  staff  and  officers.

It  would  therefore  be  of  great  help  to  our  brothers  and  sisters 
struggling  for  democracy  and  human  rights  in  other  countries  for  activities  on 
their  behalf  to  be  undertaken  by  large  numbers  of  trade  unionists  from  around 
the  U.S. 

The  American  Institute  for  Free  Labor  Development  (AIFLD)  has  prepared 
the  attached  "Action  Bulletin"  providing  information  about  several  current  human 
rights  problems  and  instructions  on  how  to  respond.   Other  such  bulletins,  along 
with  similar  publications  from  our  Asian  and  African  Institutes,  will  be  sent  to 
you  from  time  to  time  in  the  future.

CHILE :   Pinochet  Regime  Unresponsive  to  Call  for  Democracy 

The  Chilean  military  government  headed  by  General  Augusto  Pinochet  has 
refused  to  consider  the  21-point  National  Accord  requested  by  Cardinal  Fresno 
of  the  Catholic  Church  and  supported  by  the  Democratic  Workers  Central,  CDT 
(ICFTU  affiliation  pending).  In  addition,  Pinochet  has  continued  to  persecute 
trade  union  leaders,  such  as  Rodolfo  Sequel  and  Manuel  Bustos,  along  with 
others  who  have  been  targeted  by  the  military  dictatorship  for  pursuing  their 
human  and  trade  union  rights.  In  response  to  this  continuing  persecution, 
AFL-CIO  President  Lane  Kirkland  called  for  the  termination  of  all  U.S.  aid  to 
Chile  in  a  letter  to  Secretary  of  State,  George  Schultz.  In  his  letter, 
Kirkland  pointed  out  that  Chile  promolgated  six  years  ago  a  series  of  decress 
"cleverly  designed  to  destroy  organized  labor."  These  "reforms,"  Kirkland 
contended,  "cripple  the  union  dues  system,  nullify  the  right  to  strike, 
prohibit  national  union  centers  and  severely  limit  the  right  to  bargain 
collectively. "

EL  SALVADOR:   Accessory  to  AIFLD  Murder  Promoted 

The  Government  of  El  Salvador  has  endorsed  the  military  promotion  of 
Mario  Denis  Moran,  who  was  elevated  to  the  position  of  Colonel  despite  the 
despicable  role  he  played  in  the  murder  of  AFL-CIO  representatives  Michael 
Hammer  and  Mark  Pearlman  and  Salvadoran  Labor  leader  Jose  Rodolfo  Viera  a 
little  over  five  years  ago.  Moran  was  the  duty  officer  on  the  night  that 
Hammer,  Pearlman  and  Viera  were  brutally  murdered.  He  knew  the  next  morning 
the  identity  of  the  murderers  and  has,  to  this  point  in  time,  protected  them. 
In  our  country,  he  could  be  guilty  of  being  an  accessory  after  the  fact.

NICARAGUA:   Noose  Tightens  on  Democratic  Trade  Unions. 

The  Sandinista  Government  of  Nicaragua  continues  its  policy  of  slow 
strangulation  of  independent  democratic  trade  unions.  On  December  17th,  1985, 
the  Nicaraguan  Government's  office  of  censorship  informed  the  ICFTU-af filiated 
Confederation  of  Trade  Union  Unity  (CUS)  that  it  would  no  longer  be  allowed  to 
publish  its  trade  union  journal,  Solidaridad.  In  response  to  an  urgent  call 
for  assistance  from  Alvin  Guthrie,  Secretary  General  of  CUS,  AFL-CIO  President 
Lane  Kirkland  sent  the  following  telegram  to  Daniel  Ortega,  President  of 
Nicaragua: 

The  AFL-CIO  strongly  protests  the  decision  adopted  by  your 
Government  to  declare  illegal  the  publication  of  the 
Confederation  of  Trade  Union  Unity  (CUS).  That  decision 
violates  the  ILO  conventions  and  the  right  of  workers  to 
freely  organize  themselves  and  express  their  opinions  and 
points  of  view  without  coercion  or  interference  from 
governments.  The  AFL-CIO  demands  on  behalf  of  their 
membership  that  your  government  re  establish  the  right  of  CUS 
to  publish  its  magazine. 

In  January  the  Sandinista  government  took  the  further  step  of  declaring 
twelve  CUS  affiliates  illegal,  on  the  grounds  that  they  had  failed  to  submit 
membership  lists  to  the  Ministry  of  Labor,  as  required  by  law.  It  is  likely, 
however,  that  other  considerations  led  to  the  crackdown.  The  Nicaraguan 
Minister  of  Labor  charged  that  the  twelve  unions  had  demonstrated  "negative 
attitudes"  by  making  "false  charges"  against  the  government,  according  to  the 
January  27,  edition  of  the  Sandinista  newspaper,  La  Barricada.  CUS  Secretary 
General  Alvin  Guthrie  pointed  out  that  CUS  union  members  on  such  lists  had 
been  harrassed  and  interrogated  by  the  Nicaraguan  state  security  police  in  the 
past.  Included  among  the  unions  declared  illegal  were  the  farm  workers,  sugar 
workers,  garment  workers,  office  workers  and  a  Miskito  Indian  union.

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Union  official 
assails  cuts 
in  education

Drastic  cuts  in  police  and  fire 
department  budgets  show  up  in 
higher  crime  rates  and  buildings 
that  burn  to  the  ground,  according 
to  a  teachers  union  official. 

There  is  no  similarly  dramatic 
side  effect  of  cutting  an  education 
budget,  although  the  danger  may 
be  just  as  great,  said  Paul  L.  Dev- 
lin, president  of  the  Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Teachers,  AFL-CIO. 

A  GENERATION  LATER 

"With  the  schools'  (budget),  you 
don't  see  the  damage  until  a  gener- 
ation has  passed,"  said  Devlin. 
Proposition  2Vz  devastated  educa- 
tion, Devlin  said,  and  he  fears  that 
if  a  proposed  cap  on  state  revenues 
is  approved,  education  may  never 
recover. 

In  Proposition  2%,  "Education 
took  a  wicked  cut,  beyond  what 
other  (budgets)  did,"  Devlin  said.  . 

The  state's  efforts  to  help  beef 
*ip  education  through  the  Public 
School  Improvement  Act  of  1985  is 
a  good  step,  but  one  that  may  be 
the  only  step  if  the  state  cap  goes 
through. 

Devlin  was  in  Worcester  yester- 
day to  address  the  Lions  Club  at 
the  Worcester  Marriott.  Devlin,  in 
his  Boston  office  Monday,  outlined 
jus  fears  and  that  of  his  union, 
which  represents  20,000  teachers. 

November  referendum 

A  proposed  referendum  on  this 
Novmber's  state  ballot  will  ask 
voters  whether  the  state  should 
limit  growth  on  state  tax  revenues 
to  a  three-year  average  of  growth 
in  taxpayers'  income. 

Citizens  for  Limited  Taxation 
collected  a  record  136,000  signa- 
tures to  put  the  question  on  the 
ballot.  A  provision  in  state  law 
may  require  them  to  get  another 
10,252  signatures  this  spring,  but 
the  group  that  put  Proposition  2Vt 
before  voters  in  1979  said  that 
would  not  be  a  problem.

If  the  cap  goes  on  the  ballot  and 
passes,  Devlin  said  he  envisions 
school  budgets  cut  beyond  the  bare 
bones. 

"The  long  and  the  short  of  it  is 
we're  in  trouble,"  said  Devlin. 
Only  millions  of  state  dollars 
pumped  into  the  schools  enabled 
them  to  survive  Proposition  2%. 
State  aid  is  increasingly  important 
because  federal  money  is  drying 
up. 

'DANGEROUS  BUSINESS' 

"So  we've  got  the  feds  cutting, 
the  locals  hamstrung,  and  you're 
going  to  have  a  cap,"  said  Devlin. 
Education  affects  everyone,  and 
skimping  on  it  is  a  dangerous  busi- 
ness. 

Devlin  called  the  Public  School 
Improvement  Act  a  good  first  step 
in  improving  education. 

The  law  calls  for  spending  mil- 
lions on  education  over  the  rest  of 
this  year  and  next. 

The  most  important  part  of  the 
law  is  the  Equal  Education  Oppor- 
tunity Grants,  which  are  designed 
to  bring  all  schools  up  to  85  per- 
cent of  the  state  average  in  per- 
pupil  spending. 

"It  finally  recognizes  that  a 
young  person's  residence  has  a  lot 
to  do  with  his  education,"  Devlin 
said.  "The  second  most  important 
thing  is  it  recognizes  the  cities  (and 
towns)  have  trouble."

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Health  Care,  I  wish  to  go  on  record  in 
support  of  the  entire  Lahey  Clinic  Determination  of  Need  application,  (#4-3224). 

Lahey  Clinic  has  a  proven  track  record  in  delivering  quality  health  care 
in  an  efficient  and  cost-effective  way.  Lahey  Clinic's  sound  reputation  is 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the  census  at  the  Clinic  is  consistently  close 
to  one  hundred  percent,  while  other  hospitals  in  the  Northwest  Metro  area  are 
experiencing  declining  occupancy  rates. 

In  1980,  Lahey  Clinic  opened  its  two  hundred  bed  facility  in  Burlington, 
Massachusetts.  In  1982,  despite  Lahey  Clinic's  established  success  at  delivering 
cost-effective  care,  the  Clinic  was  denied  the  opportunity  to  meet  its  growing 
needs.  During  the  past  four  years  those  needs  have  only  increased.  Quite  simply, 
the  Lahey  Clinic  needs  more  beds. 

I  have  read  the  analysis  prepared  by  the  Health  Planning  Council  and  strongly 
disagree  with  their  recommendations.  The  analysis  clearly  establishes  the  need 
for  more  beds  at  Lahey  Clinic,  yet  the  Council  recommends  that  the  request  be 
denied. 

While  I  share  your  interests  in  finding  rational  approaches  to  allocating 
the  health  care  resources  in  the  Commonwealth,  I  feel  it  would  be  short-sighted 
to  deny  the  Lahey  Clinic  application  again. 

The  legislature,  through  programs  like  Determination  of  Need,  have  demanded 
that  hospitals  act  responsibly  and  productively  in  containing  costs.  Lahey  Clinic 
has  responded  and  produced.  The  Health  Planning  Council  staff  contend  that, 
"rewarding  beds  based  on  efficiency  could  'set'  an  undesirable  precedent!"  Using 
that  line  of  reasoning  to  deny  the  Lahey  application  a  second  time  sends  a 
contradictory  message:  penalize  hospitals  that  cooperate  with  the  legislative 
intent  and  protect  institutions  that  are  unwilling  or  unable  to  comply. 
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Furthermore,  the  analysis  from  the  Health  Planning  Council  acknowledges 
the  Lahey  Clinic's  transfer  of  its  own  cardiac  surgery  program  from  the  New  England 
Deaconess  Hospital  to  Burlington  would  probably  save  the  system  money,  without 
compromising  the  quality  of  the  program.  Yet,  the  analysis  recommends  that  the 
transfer  of  this  program  be  denied  based  on  questionable  national  guidelines. 

The  National  Guideline  recommends  that  a  cardiac  surgery  program  perform, 
within  three  years  of  initiation,  a  minimum  of  200  open  heart  procedures  per 
year.  This  abstract  guideline  has  been  questioned  publicly  by  many  experts  in 
the  field.  It's  obvious  to  me  that  while  the  academic  debate  continues,  it  is 
at  the  expense  of  patients  and  their  families. 

The  fact  that  the  Lahey  Clinic  cardiac  surgery  patients  must  be  transferred 
eighteen  miles  to  the  New  England  Deaconess  after  catheterization  seems  not  only 
financially  wasteful  but  unnecessarily  dangerous  and  unfair  to  the  patients 
involved. 

My  decision  to  comment  on  this  application  was  not  made  lightly.  I  have 
considered  the  arguments  both  for  and  against.  I  believe  the  application  is 
reasonable  and  should  be  approved.     Thank  you  for  your  consideration.

Joe  Feaster:     The  way  we  left  it  with  the 
Charter  Renewal  Team,  further  discussions  about  fundraising  will  be  addressed. 
Robert  Selle:     When  I  was  in  Wisconsin  last  week,   I  heard  of  a  grant  in  the  Chicago 
area  by  the  United  Parcel  Company  Foundation.     I  didn't  know  it  existed.     I  clipped 
out  the  ad  from  the  New  York  Times.     Jim  McAllister:     We  have  to  keep  our  eyes  open 
for  leads  such  as  this.     (3)     We  will  plan  on  an  airport  reception  this  winter  or  early 
spring.     (4)  The  Five  Year  Long  Range  Plan  -  All  committee  chairpersons  have  been 
notified  and  it  is  on  its  way.     We  will  have  reports  each  month  either  in  a  newsletter 
or  at  meetings.     (5)     We  have  a  few  minutes  leftto  discuss  The  American  Fund  Raising 
Proposal.     Bob  Hall  found  this  oldest  fundraiser  company,  in  Waltham,  MA.     Captain 
Dan  Gallagher:     When  we  met  with  representatives  from  The  American  Fund  Raising 
Company  two  weeks  ago  their  proposal  was  $3,000  up  front.     Their  letter  received 
today  indicates  $600  for  mailing  cost.
